Tho bunk managers had millions 
of money and vast power, for tho 
money was then worth from 1 to ~t per 
cent a month and there was no legal 
restaint on the amnunt that could be 
issued.

cr's narrative: 


Nicholas Biddle was president of the 


great bank. 
Ho was tho money king 


of that day and generation. 
Ho was 


not only a banker, he was a scholar, an 
author, an'orator and ;i Democrat, and

Theu the fight began in earnest. 


Then the great money king set himself 
to work to defeat the re-ulection of 
Andrew Jackson.

ormerly gold and silver were both 


primary money. Now, since silver has

ey circulating in any given nation were 
doubled, the market value of every spe- 
ies of property would tend towards a 
price twice as great as before; not on 
every thing alike nor on all things at 
once, but the tendency would be to- 
wards a double price.

Proposition (c). The law of supply 


and demand does not wholly decide 
market values.

but the underlying cause of 


great changes in market values, the 
ong continued cause, the slowly oper- 
•xiing but irresistible cause is the am- 
ount of primary money which a nation 
provides for 'the -business of its people. 


Proposition (d). As the population 


and the business^of the United States 
increase perhaps one-third in every 
twenty years, therefore there should 
be in the same time an expansion of 
about one-third in the primary money 
in order that there may be a steadiness 
in market values. 


Any contraction whatever is danger- 


ous to a people growing in numbers 
and in business. A healthy reasonable 
expansion is the law of safety. Especi- 
ially is any contraction of the primary 
money 
severely felt by 
the debtor 


classes, whose property is steadily de- 
preciated while his indebtedness re-^ 
mams the same and becomes much, 
harder to pay. 


CONCLUSIONS., 


(1.). Whatever difficulties there are 


at the present time, low prices, falling 
values, farms crumbling away beneath 
their owners, are fully accounted for 
by the immense contraction of the cur- 
rency during the last twenty-five years. 
Contraction in the pla-ce of the expan- 
sion there ought to have been, has 
been terribly destructive. An approxi- 
mate statement of that severe contrac- 
tion and sufficiently accurate for argu- 
ment is, tlia't during the "good times" 
following the war there was about fifty- 
four dollars per capita in this country 
and now only twenty-four. Here is the

MADE A TEST WITH AIR SHIPS. 
Two Inventors Fly Their Machines Over 


tKo Lake In a Stiff Urcczo. 


Lake captains who came into Chicago 


harbor on a 25-kuot breeze at six 
o'clock the other evening- turned their 
glasses ou two airships -which were 
floating in the sky not far from the 
north pier lighthouse and near the 
beach at the foot of Ohio street. The 
airy craft, whose keels were 100 feet 
above the lake, were the ingenious in- 
ventions of some American engineers, 
and which may some day supplant the 
whalebacks and other marine craft. 


Charles Lampson, an inventor of Tort- 


land, Me., arrived in town a few days 
ago with an airship in his baggage. 
There is a fraternal feeling among de- 
signers and builders of airships, and Mr. 
Lampson at once sought Octave Cha- 
nute, who is Chicago's chief representa- 
tive in aerial navigation. Tn the after 
noon the two inventors went out on the 
lake shore to have a friendly trial o 
their airships. 


Lampson's ship had a yellow keel and 


four black wings. It was made of mus- 
lin, light woodwork and wire. It was 
a model ten feet long, and its wings had 
a spread of about six feet. Its owner 
kept it from sailing up to the new moon 
by holding fast to it. with a string. 


Mr. Chamite was represented by an 


airship designed by his chief assistant, 
A. M. Herring, an engineer from New 
York city. His airship was fashioned 
like a bird. It was marie of white silk, 
wire and wood. It had a tail which bal- 
anced it in the, air. In extreme length 
it was about ten feet, by «ix feet in 
extreme breadth, and it weighed only 1 
four pounds. Mr. Herring also retained 
possession of his property by a string.
